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Excess  of  heat,  improper  ventilation,  sudden 
noise  and  vibration  are  bad.  If  these  do  not  de- 
stroy the  chicks  in  the  shell,  it  often  causes  crip- 
pled ones.  The  main  features  to  be  observed,  are 
to  place  the  incubator  where  there  is  a  fairly 
even  temperature  with  ventilation  without  drau- 
ght, to  use  fresh  eggs  from  well  matured  fowls; 
to  turn  the  eggs  without  jarring  the  egg  drawer. 
A  little  patience  is  acquired  and  there  may  at 
first  be  failures.  But  incubators  are  such  a  boon 
that  few  who  take  the  trouble  to  use  them  intel- 
ligently are  ever  afterwards  without  a  ma- 
chine. They  are  of  the  greatest  assistance  and 
all  who  keep  fowls  in  large  numbers  and  who  de- 
sire to  make  their  birds  profitable,  should  cer- 
tainly obtain  an  incubator. 

Many  people  now  keep  non-setting  breeds,  and 
where  this  is  the  case,  an  incubator  is  essential, 
should  it  be  desired  to  hatch  any  chickens.  There 
is  also  no  risk  of  broken  eggs  during  artificial  in- 
cubation, unless  from  rats  or  other  vermin. 

Those  who  use  incubators  for  the  first  time, 
must  particularly  bear  in  mind,  that  the  temper- 
ature must  be  kept  uniform  varied  slightly  be- 
tween the  commencement  and  the  end  of  the  pro- 
cess. The  temperature  of  the  egg  drawer  should 
be  kept  at  103  degrees  up  to  about  the  sixteenth 
day.  Many  clever  workers  of  incubators  then  re- 
duce to  101  degrees  for  the  remaining  five  days, 
for  an  excess  of  heat  at  this  period  has  often  been 
found  to  cause  crippled  chickens. 

ARTIFICIAL  HATCHING  AND  REARING. 

The  difl^iculty  formerly  experienced  in  attain- 
ing certainty  of  action  and  evenness  of  tempera- 
ture which  the  older  incubators  suffered  from  has 
been  overcome,  and  there  is  now  no  reason  why 
every  one  who  goes  in  for  fowls  on  a  large  scale, 
cannot  have  at  least  one  of  these  machines  which 
are  really  indispensible  to  profitable  poultry  rear- 


ing. The  time  for  hatching  early  chickens  will 
soon  arrive,  when  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  broo- 
dy hens,  will  alone  be  sufficient  reason  for  ma- 
king those  who  have  not  yet  adopted  the  artifi- 
cial method,  seriously  consider  the  advisability  of 
doing  so. 

Some  readers  will  probably  ask:  "What  is  a 
tank  machine?"  Well;  it  is  the  machine  by 
which  the  heated  air  is  carried  through  the  flues 
which  traverse  the  tank,  the  heat  being  control- 
ed  by  a  regulator;  the  other  system  known  as  the 
atmospheric,  by  which  the  hot  air  passes  direct 
into  the  egg  chamber.  Each  system  has  its  ab- 
mirers,  but  both  hatch  well. 

When  the  chicks  are  hatched  artificially,  a  fos- 
ter mother  is  usually  required.  One  of  these  can 
be  made  by  any  fairly  capable  carpenter  with  a 
couple  of  sugar  boxes  and  a  lamp.  Foster  moth- 
ers are  in  most  instances  constructed  with  a  sleep- 
ing department  heated  from  the  center  by  a  lamp 
which  is  encircled  by  wire  to  prevent  the  chicks 
from  coming  too  near  it;  and  adjoining  the  sleep- 
ing compartment,  is  a  sheltered  run.  There  are 
others  with  hot  water  tanks  or  with  hot  air  flues 
at  the  top  of  the  compartment.  The  tempera- 
ture for  the  first  two  or  three  days  in  the  sleep- 
ing compartment  should  be  about  80  degrees, 
when  the  chickens  are  in  it.  This  can  be  decreas- 
ed by  degrees  according  to  the  time  of  year  and 
state  of  the  weather  until  the  young  birds  can  do 
altogether  without  any  artificial  heat. 

Some  hard  boiled  egg  or  bread  crumbs,  is  the 
food  that  is  usually  given  to  chicks.  This  should 
be  placed  in  the  rearer  and  they  will  quickly  learn 
to  eat.  The  rearer  must  never  be  overcrowded 
or  the  deaths  will  be  numerous.  It  is  better 
to  place  fewer  chicks  in  it  than  it  is  nominally  in- 
tended to  hold. 

Some  old-fashioned  poultry  keepers  are  still 
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ciing-ing  to  the  idea  that  May  and  Jane  are  quite 
early  enough  month  for  chicks  to  make  their  ap- 
pearance. Incubators  are  being  used  in  every 
part  of  the  country  and  every  year  shov/s  that 
they  are  more  and  more  appreciated.  Those  who 
are  using  the  artificial  method  for  the  first  time 
must  not  be  disappointed  when  they  find  that  the 
incubator  does  not  hatch  every  egg.  Two  very 
important  points  for  the  young  operator  to  learn, 
are  to  keep  the  heat  at  an  even  temperature  and 
to  give  the  eggs  air.  The  tendency  generally  is  to 
give  too  short  an  airing,  and  to  be  unduly  anx- 
ious lest  the  eggs  should  become  chilled.  It  is  a 
good  plan  to  shift  the  eggs  by  morning,  some 
from  the  center  and  placing  them  on  the  outside, 
or  changing  a  front  row  of  eggs  to  the  back  and 
vice  versa.  This  must  not  be  done  too  roughly, 
but  gently,  shaking  them,  as  little  as  possible,  or 
crippled  chicks  will  be  unpleasantly  numerous. 

A  FEW  WORDS  ABOUT  THE  SUCCESSFUL  MANAGE- 
MENT   OF  INCUBATORS. 

From  the  experience  of  many  practical  poultry- 
men,  I  w^ould  say,  that  too  much  stress  is  laid  on 
ventilation  and  moisture  by  the  manufacturers 
and  not  anough  on  temperatuae  in  the  incubator 
at  a  certain  point,  usually  at  about  103  degrees 
from  the  beginning  to  the  day  of  hatching.  This 
is  certainly  contrary  to  nature  as  v/e  find  it  in  the 
mother  hen,  for  it  stands  to  reason  that  her  body 
will  not  be  at  too  high  a  temperature,  when  she 
first  sits  on  the  eggs  or  later.  Indeed  the  hen  of- 
ten gets  feverish  along  the  last  few  days,  before 
the  eggs  begin  to  hatch,  and  the  temperature 
must  be  very  mach  greater  at  that  time  than  du- 
ring the  first  week  she  was  on  the  eggs.  When 
the  eggs  are  first  placed  in  the  incubator  with  the 
out-door  tem.peruture  ranging  from  20  to  50  de- 
grees, the  machine  should  be  so  set  that  the  tem- 
perature cannot  reach  more  than  100  or  102  de- 
gae;js  at  the  most.  This  should  be  the  highest 
tsmperatare  for  the  first  ten  days,  and  not  more 
than  103  degrees  should  be  allowed  at  any  time 
thereafter  until  the  hatch  is  due.  The  incubator 
should  be  attended  to  three  times  a  day,  and  this 
is  often  enough  if  the  machine  is  a  good  one,  and 
the  proper  care  given  at  the  periods  named.  The 
lamps  should  be  cared  for  when  turning  the  eggs 
trimmed  and  filled.  Moisture  should  be 
supplied  from  the  tenth  to  the  fifteenth  day,  ac- 
cording to  conditions. 

A  good  place  to  keep  an  incubator  is  in  the  sit- 
ting room,  where  it  is  very  convenient.  The  ma- 
chine should  be  well  regulated  before  placing  the 
eggs  in  it. 

When  the  chicks  are  hatched,  then  the  hardest 
part  comes,  especially  for  an  early  hatched  brood. 


POULTRY  SHOW  CHARACTERS. 

If  you  have  not  stopped  to  give  it  a  thought,  you 
would  be  surprised  to  find  out  how  many  and  di- 
versified are  the  peronaiities  composing  the  av- 
erage poultry  show.  The  first  the  judge  is  aware 
of  after  he  enters  the  show  room  for  the  first 
time  he  is  in  the  (I  was  going  to  arms)  hands  of 
the  new  exhibitor.  This  nev/  exhibitor  is  mak- 
ing his  first  round  at  the  shows  with  what  he 
thinks  about  the  beat  string  of  White  Wyandotts 
or  Indian  Games  that  the  country  has  been  bless- 
ed with  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  it  his  du- 
ty to  let  each  and  every  one  know  that  they  are 
at  their  disposal  for  examination  and  admiration. 
He  directs  the  judge  to  their  location  the  very 
first  move  he  makes,  telling  him  all  their  good 
qualities  and  he  hopes  the  judge  v/ill  naturally 
conclude  that  they  have  no  bad  qualities.  He 
very  naturally  gives  their  record  at  the  previous 
show  the  week  before  at  Prizetown,  where  they 
w^on  every  prize  in  sight,  and  were  just  stretch- 
ing their  necks  for  more  prizes  to  win.  This  ex- 
hibitor is  honest,  he  is  bright  and  wide  awake  to 
his  own  interests,  but  he  needs  experience.  This 
will  all  come  in  time,  for  if  he  continues  to  exhib- 
it he  will  get  the  wire  edge  worn  off.  This  en- 
terprise, snap,  get  up  and  what  el^e  he  has  com- 
bided  in  liis  make  up  is  very  commendable,  and 
take  it  and  combine  it  with  the  experience  of  ri- 
pened years  in  the  business  and  it  means  busi- 
ness. But  to  one  who  knows  what  little  effect 
this  has  on  the  average  judge  to  be  told  of  all 
the  good  qualities  of  ones  birds  and  none  of  the 
bad,  it  seems  entirely  superfluous  and  out  of  or- 
der. Usually,  however,  there  is  but  little  harm 
done. 

The  next  one  in  order  that  we  take  notice  of  is 
the  exhibitor  who  has  had  a  little  more  experi- 
ence, and  instead  of  trying  to  Vv^ork  the  judge  in 
his  favor,  is  off  with  a  bird  between  his 
knees  cleaning  it  up  in  the  best  possible  manner, 
to  his  own  notion.  If  there  is  anything  in  hav- 
ing him  well  soaked  with  camphor  and  sweet  oil, 
head  and  legs  and  so  on,  he  will  surely  win,  for 
he  is  making  everything  shine.  All  this  ex- 
hibitor needs  is  a  little  of  the  experience  of  the 
old  veteran  who  is  sitting  by  the  fire  reading  or 
helping  the  superintendent  to  get  matters  in 
shape.  His  birds  were  all  put  in  the  best  of  con- 
dition before  they  left  home  and  are  ready  for 
the  judge  or  any  one  else  to  inspect.  He  does 
not  worry  about  matters  one  particle  but  is  bid- 
ing his  time  to  ascertain  the  quality  of  his  stock 
in  the  estimation  of  the  judge. 

Then  we  have  the  exhibitor  who  is  found  more 
or  less  at  all  shows  and  is  the  fellow  who  just 
brought  in  a  few  to  help  fill  up. 
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He  never  takes  the  time  or  trouble  to  clean  up 
one  of  them,  but  just  wants  everyone  to  see  them 
in  their  natural  condition  as  he  calls  it.  Just  as 
a  man  would  show  a  colt  at  the  fair  brought  right 
in  from  the  field  and  his  tail  full  of  burrs  and  cov- 
ered with  dust. 

That  is  what  you  would  call  the  "natural  con- 
dition fellows,"  and  is  a  neigfhbor  to  the  man  who 
has  better  ones  at  home  by  a  long  shot. 

This  man  has  gathered  his  chickens  from  the 
roost  at  night  and  stuffed  them  into  a  box  with- 
out ever  looking  them  over  to  find  out  how  many 
were  disqualified  for  white  in  the  wing  or  stubs 
on  the  legs  and  all  such  things.  They  are  mighty 
nice  and  independent  about  it  before  the  judging 
is  done,  but  when  he  finds  they  are  not  in  at  all 
and  get  no  money  at  the  wind  up,  he  begins  to 
open  his  feyes  to  see  what  ail  this  cleaning  up 
means  anyway.    The  next  show  will  find  him  on 
hand  with  a  very  different  looking  lot  of  materi- 
al, if  he  is  there  at  all.    We  frequently  find  the 
trader  there  also  with  his  stock  that  he  has  pick- 
ed up  here  and  there  to  sell  after  he  has  gotten 
all  the  prize  mioney  he  can  out  of  the  Association. 
He  is  not  a  breeder  at  all,  but  sim.ply  a  trader  to 
get  all  of  the  cash  he  can  out  of  the  show  and  its 
attendants.    He  does  no  great  amount  of  harm, 
but  is  of  no  service  to  the  fancy  like  the  true  fan- 
cier is  who  raises  the  most  of  his  show  birds  and 
looks  to  the  improvement  of  the  breed  he  is  in- 
terested in.    This  true  fancier  is  the  kind  of  ex- 
hibitor v/e  are  after,  and  hope  to  see  their  num- 
ber increase.     There  are  enough  of  them  at  each 
and  every  show  for  all  young  exhibitors  to  pat- 
tern after  and  get  into  line  in  the  right  way  and 
make  a  success  of  it.    I  have  in  mind  now,  a 
man  and  his  wife  who  made  their  first  shov/ing  a 
year  ago,  and  at  that  time  they  said  that  they 
were  green  at  the  business,  but  had  come  out  to 
learn  all  they  could  and  do  it  in  a  quiet  v/ay. 
They  did  not  pretend  to  be  much  in  the  line  of 
professionals,  but  wanted  to  get  all  the  good  they 
could  from  coming  in  contact  with  those  whom 
they  thought  knew  more  than  they  did  in  the 
line  of  poultry.    They  had  some  stock  disqualifi- 
ed last  year,  and  they  took  it  all  in  good  part, 
but  this  year  they  came  out  with  last  year's  v/ork 
still  fresh  in  their  ininds  and  had  a  m.uch  better 
line  of  stock  and  in  much  better  show  condition, 
with  no  disqualified  stock.    They  reported  busi- 
ness good  and  that  they  v/ere  pushing  it  for  all 
there  was  in  it  on  business  lines.    Stock  must  be 
as  represented  or  not  at  all.    They  will  soon  be 
classed  as  the  old  stand-bys. 

I  have  in  my  mind  a  bright  career  marked  out 
for  them  in  the  breeding  of  good  poultry,  and 
nothing  short  of  an  accident  can  bar  it. 


Let  us  have  more  of  that  kind— the  live  and 
learn  kind.  That  is  whut  we  all  have  to  be  event- 
ually, if  we  amount  to  m^uch.  It  is  not  so  much 
what  we  appear  to  be,  but  what  v/e  really  are.

IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE  POULTRY  BUSINESS. 


IDA  E.  TILSON. 

When  my  attention  was  first  called  to  artificial 
incubation,  I  used  a  hot  water  machine,  and  I 
think  such  machines  were  in  the  majority,  with 
their  less  rapid  heating  up  and  cooling  off,  but 
hot  air  makes,  v/ith  their  lighter  weight  and  less 
danger  from  rust,  have  constantly  increased  in 
numbers  and  perfection.  As  operators  have 
learned  to  stir  and  turn  eggs  more,  the  coil  of 
pipes,  hard  to  clean  if  need  arise,  but  distribut- 
ing heat  well,  is  less  indispensable.  Reflecting 
discs,  and  other  simple  distributors  of  the  lamp's 
heat,  have  helped  put  incubator  prices  in  reach 
of  all. 

It  used  also  to  be  thought  a  cellar  was  the  only 
spot  in  which  to  run  incubators,  and  while  that 
is  a  good,  even  place,  I  have  seen  them  success- 
fully operated  in  almost  every  kind  of  out-build- 
ing and  dv/elling-house  room.  In  this  cold  cli- 
mate, I  brought  off  a  good  March  hatch  in  a 
woodshed. 

The  company  in  w^hich  a  neighbor  was  insured, 
some  years  ago,  objected  to  an  incubator  in  his 
cellar,  and  he  built  a  little  house  outside,  which 
later  took  fire,  though  not  at  all  from  the  incuba- 
tor, but  from  stove  ashes  cooling  in  a  wooden, 
not  metal,  box.  Our  insurance  underwriter  made 
no  objection  to  my  incubator,  but  did  to  our  tank 
heater.  Later,  the  same  company  accepted  tank 
heaters,  and  since  metal,  instead  of  glass  bowls 
to  incubator  lam.ps,  have  come  in,  I  hear  of  no 
further  objection  to  incubators,  by  insurance 
companies,  though  it  might  be  well  for  intending 
operators  to  consult  their  policies. 

Nearly  all  the  early  incubators  had  boxed 
lamps.  They  were  operated  indoors,  away  from 
sudden  drafts,  and  the  lamp  was  thus  unneces- 
sarily heated.  But  the  brooder  I  used,  supposed 
to  be  an  outdoor  one,  had  an  unboxed  lamp. 
Gusts  troubled  it  so,  when  I  was  trimming,  light- 
ing, etc. ,  that  we  cased  it,  ourselves.  Now,  out- 
door brooders  usually  have  perforated  lamp 
boxes,  tempering  breeze,  yet  not  letting  bowl 
overheat.    Water  jackets  are  common,  also. 

I  am  told  the  great  Puritan  Poultry  Plant  of 
Connecticut,  sees  that  its  eggs  are  made  up  right, 
by  properly  fed  and  exercised  layers,  and  does 
little  egg  testing.  That  is  my  idea.  At  least  I

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In  no  field  of  activity  has  the  South  made  more 
progress  in  the  last  year,  than  in  that  of  poultry 
culture.  Poultry  for  profit  as  well  as  pleasure. 
There  has  grown  up  a  sentiment  among  the  peo- 
ple, that  to  be  a  breeder  of  fine  fowls  is  not  a 
small  business,  but  that  it  takes  rank  with  the 
best  stock  raising  in  the  land.  The  days  when  a 
man  would  receive  the  name  of  "hen-hussy,"  if 
he  was  known  to  be  a  chicken  raiser,  have  pass- 
ed; and  the  man  can  turn  from  his  ledger  and  tell 
you  his  hens  are  netting  him  so  many  dollars  per 
day,  is  much  in  evidence.  That  his  fowls  are 
profitable,  is  due  to  two  things;  he  uses  pure 
bred  stock  and  cares  for  it.  The  poultryman  has 
learned  that  he  must  meet  the  demands  of  the 
market  if  he  would  get  the  best  prices  for  his 
stock,  and  he  has  found  that  he  cannot  produce 
the  best  market  fowls  from  mongrel  stock.  He 
is  clam.oring  for  the  best  there  is  in  the  market 
in  the  shape  of  meat  and  egg  producing  birds, 
and  he  is  getting  it.  The  advocates  of  the  pure 
bred  are  meeting  with  unprecedented  sales,  be- 
cause the  farmer  man  has  awakened  to  the  val- 
ue of  such  stock,  and  the  result  is  a  business  in 
pure  bred  fowls  and  eggs  for  hatching,  such  as 
has  not  been  seen  in  the  South  before,  is  being 
done. 


Now  that  there  is  a  great  revival,  or  rather  a- 
wakening,  to  the  value  of  such  stock,  let  us  at 
this  early  date,  make  a  suggestion  to  our  pure 
bred  poultry  associations.  In  planning  your  next 
fall  and  wnter  shows,  plan  for  the  side  that  will 
show  the  worth  of  the  fowls  as  layers  and  meat 
producers.  Let  the  members  each  bring  the  eggs 
and  give  the  record  of  the  number  laid  by  a  cer- 
tain hen,  and  let  the  hen  be  there  too.  Get  you 
a  real  good  cook,  and  let  some  of  the  best  fatted 
of  your  fowls  be  prepared,  killed,  dressed  and 


cooked  in  the  presence  of  the  visitors,  and  then 
served  as  a  free  lunch  to  the  assembled  house- 
wives, and  with  it  kill  and  prepare  one  of  your 
old,  scrawny,  half-fed  barnyard  fowls,  and  you 
will  not  only  have  a  crowd,  as  the  free  lunch  is 
you  know  quite  a  drawing  card,  but  you  will  have 
made  many  converts  to  the  pure  bred  theory; 
that  is,  the  pure  bred  give  a  finer  and  more  pal- 
itable  meat  and  lay  a  richer  and  better  flavored 
egg.    Try  it. 


Chickens  crave  animal  as  well  as  vegetable 
foods.  When  running  at  large  they  are  able  to 
supply  themselves  in  part  on  worms  and  bugs, 
but  when  kept  in  confinement  must  be  supplied 
with  meat  scraps.  They  are  grass  eaters  and 
when  confined  must  be  supplied  with  cabbage, 
sliced  turnips  and  ruta  bagas.  Of  course,  they 
should  never  be  left  a  day  without  v/ater  to 
drink,  and  the  water  should  be  as  fresh  as  that 
we  drink. 


The  hatching  season  will  soon  be  here.  Place 
your  orders  for  eggs  and  hatch  just  as  early  as 
you  can.  Do  not  heed  the  so  called  warning  not 
to  hatch  too  early.  It  is  all  nonsense  about  early 
hatched  pullets  laying  a  few  eggs  in  the  fall  and 
then  moulting  and  not  laying  again  until  the 
next  spring.  They  may  sometimes,  but  not  of- 
ten enough  to  effect  the  money  supply.  Early 
hatched  chickens  are  almost  invariably  the  best 
in  every  way. 


We  do  not  believe  in  getting  hens  fat,  for  fat- 
ness is  a  disease  which  prevents  men  and  ani- 
mals from  doing  their  best  work  at  any  kind  of 
business,  but  when  hens  are  laying  an  egg  every 
day,  they  are  not  likely  to  get  fat  any  more  than 
a  good  cow  when  giving  milk.  They  can  be  fed 
all  they  will  eat  up  clean  twice  a  day,  and  do 
very  well  if  they  hold  their  own  in  flesh. 


The  shows  are  all  over  for  this  season  and  it  is 
presumed  that  our  breeders  are  giving  their  at- 
tention to  the  parent  stock  from  which  they  ex- 
pect to  rear  next  season's  winners.  This  stock 
must  have  not  simply  ordinary  care  but  more, 
for  it  is  the  foundation  on  which  rests  their  fut- 
ure success. 


The  incubator  should  be  ready  to  turn  out  its 
first  lot  of  early  broilers  now.  Keep  it  running 
from  now  until  June.  It  will  hatch  as  large  a 
percent  of  eggs  as  biddy  and  is  always  ready  for 
business.

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Few  of  the  exchanges  that  reach  our  desk  get 
a  more  critical  reading  than  does  "Commercial 
Poultry."  Its  editorials  are  usually  straight 
from  the  shoulder  and  calculated  to  stimulate  the 
reader.  Nothing  that  we  have  found  in  its  pages 
is  more  true  or  worthy  of  deeper  study  than  the 
following  from  its  editor: 

A  prize-winning  strain  of  birds  is  not  developed  in  a  sin- 
gle season,  nor  is  a  profitable  poultry  business  established 
in  a  single  year.  It  takes  time  and  work  and  brains  and 
some  capital  to  establish  a  business  that  will  yield  a  profit 
to  the  promoter  worth  talking  about.  Were  we  to  draw 
our  deductions  from  the  rosy-hued  arguments  of  some 
writers  we  would  be  led  to  believe  that  all  a  person  had  to 
do  to  reap  a  comfortable  income  would  be  to  invest  a  few 
dollars  in  a  flock  of  fowls  and  a  few  buildings  and  take  it 
easy  the  rest  of  his  life,  depending  upon  the  poultry  for 
his  support. 

But  a  greater  mistake  was  never  made,  and  the  man  or 
woman  who  is  not  willing  to  work  and  who  has  not  some 
business  ability  had  best  go  at  something  else.  The  profit 
is  there  all  right,  but  like  the  gold  in  the  mountains,  it 
takes  work  to  get  it  out.  It  is  a  daily  grind — it  is  a  busi- 
ness made  up  largely  of  details,  each  of  which  must  re- 
ceive careful  and  'daily  attention.  The  little  hen  is  ever 
ready  to  respond  to  proper  treatment  and  will  repay  her 
owner  two=f old — yes,  three-fold— for  every  dollar  and  every 
hour  spent  in  supplying  her  needs  and  furnishing  her  prop- 
er care;  but  she  is  always  a  losing  proposition  when  neg- 
lected. 


We  congratulate  '  'The  Southern  Fancier' '  upon 
the  acquisition  of  H.  F.  Reils  to  its  editorial  staff. 
The  Fancier  has  been  doing  good  work  in  the 
South  and  when  we  find  such  utterances  as  the 
following  clipped  from  its  editorial  pages,  we 
know  that  The  Hen  has  a  colleage  that  will  do 
faithful  work.  It  contains  doctrine  that  w^e 
have  preached  since  v/e  first  entered  the  field 
and  such  as  we  will  continue  to  preach  so  long  as 
The  Hen  can  cackle. 

If  a  man  starts  out  in  the  poultry  market  business  to 
cater  to  the  trade  of  a  discriminating  class  of  buyers,  it  is 
best  for  him  to  use  one  breed,  ship  only  the  best  stock  (we 
refer  to  condition  here) ,  and  put  his  name  or  brand  on 
every  package  and  make  it  a  synonym  for  "honest  value." 

The  fellow  who  raises  a  lot  of  mongrels  of  a  million  dif- 
ferent hues,  can  never  expect  to  get  beyond  the  cross 
roads  store  "bargain  counter."  Here  he  dumps  his  few 
little  scrubs  in  exchange  for  a  little  lard  and  sow  belly  and 
*  'homeward  wends  his  weary  v/ay, ' '  no  sadder,  because  no 
wiser  man.  The  cross  roads  magnate  gathers  together  an 
assortment  of  poor,  half-starved  fowls,  of  every  age  and 
color,  and  ships  them  to  his  commission  merchant. 

In  their  original  purchase,  he  figured  low  enough,  we 
should  judge  (if  the  price  paid  in  exchange  was  anything 
to  judge  by)  to  make  due  allowance  for  his  commission 
merchant's  heavy  expenses,  of  which,  of  course,  he  must 


bear  his  pi'o  rata  share,  so  that  if  one-half  of  his  shipment 
reach  destination  alive,  and  he  gets  one-half  the  quoted 
market  price  for  them  he  can  still  come  out  whole,  while 
anything  above  this  will  be  his  profits. 


When  our  friend  Heck  started  "Successful 
Poultry  Journal"  a  little  over  a  year  ago  we  had 
the  honor  of  being  one  among  his  first  contribu- 
tors and  v/e  have  watched  with  interest  his  de- 
velopment of  the  Journal.  Like  the  rest  of  us  he 
has  given  us  articles  good,  bad,  and  indifferent, 
but  with  it  all  he  is  building  up  a  good  paper. 
Editorially  he  has  been  successful  in  steering 
clear  of  sylla  and  caribdis;  but  does  such  an  edi- 
torial policy  pay?  We  are  glad  to  see  in  a  recent 
issue,  from  his  pen,  an  editorial  that  gives  at 
least  color  to  the  belief  we  have  that  commer- 
cialism is  the  foundation  of  the  whole  super- 
structure of  Poultrydom.  With  the  editorial 
staff  of  the  entire  poultry  press  converted  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  $  %  and  cents  that  there  are  in 
the  business  that  make  it,  we  can  look  for  an 
interest  in  poultry  such  as  we  have  not  dreamed 
of.  

Since  its  establishment  "Poultry"  has  been 
the  gem— the  Koh-I-Noor— of  the  poultry  press 
in  its  mechanical  make  up,  and  its  editorial  and 
business  departments  have  contained  "many  a 
gem  of  purest  ray, ' '  but  none  that  have  so  capt- 
ured us  and  dazzled  us  by  their  brilliancy  as 
those  on  the  "free  readers'"  The  editor  of 
The  Hen  has  for  some  time  thought  it  was  time 
to  call  a  halt  along  that  line  and  The  Hen  vs^ill 
be  found  in  company  with  Poultry,  if  a  bird  of 
such  modest  plumage  will  be  allowed  to  consort 
with  one  of  such  fine  feathers.

ten  attended.  Mr.  Holden  warm- 
ly espoused  the  same  idea, saying 
that  a  figurehead  president  was 
a  poor  investment,  but  that  whilo 
he  withdrew  his  name,  explain- 
ed that  his  interest  had  been 
much  greater  than  his  opportuni- 
ties for  attendance.  Mr.  Hol- 
den's  manly  speech  Vv^on  every- 
body. Mr.  Crawford's  support- 
ers said  that  their  doubts  were  at 
an  end,  and  Mr.  Holden  wa,s  u- 
nanim.ously  elected.  Mr.  T.  E. 
Orr  was  elected  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  to  succeed  himself.  In 
an  Executive  Committee  meeting, 
Mr.  Kinney  gave  a  history  of  the 
revision  of  the  "Standard  of  Per- 
fection," the  book  generally  ac- 
cepted as  a  score  guide.  Several 
had  desired  an  edition  illustrated 
in  colors,  that  should  be  to  poul- 
try, Vv^hat  V/ebster's  Dictionary 
is  to  the  English  Language.  Such 
a  work  would  require  5  years, 
and  the  AssociatioTi' s  fund  hard- 
ly warranted  it.

would  leave  testing  till  late 
enough  to  be  sure  about  condi- 
tion of  eggs.  My  father,  how- 
ever, made  a  little  wooden  tri- 
pod, to  support  my  incubator 
thermometer,  so  it  should  not  de- 
ceive by  lying  against  a  dead 
egg  of  low  temperature.  A  cube 
of  wood,  split  diagonally,  and 
fastenings  for  thermometer 
added,  makes  as  good  a  support 
as  my  tripod,  though  a  model  of 
latter,  which  we  sent  to  an  incu- 
bator maker,  was  adopted  by 
him.  A  contrivance  of  this  sort 
keeps  you  posted  on  temperature 
at  level  of  eggs,  instead  of  above. 
An  acquaintance  marks  some 
eggs  which  he  is  sure  are  alive 
and  lively,  and  always  leaves 
thermometer  against  them,  in- 
stead of  on  any  doubtf  ul  egg. 

To  one  who  has  lived  through 
and  watched  it,  the  evolution  of 
hatching  m.achines  is  as  interest- 
ing as  that  of  reaping  traced 
from  sickle  to  binder  or  header. 

With  m.achines,  it  is  possible 
to  raise  many  chickens  from  few 
hens  or  in  small  grounds.  These 
machines  are  never  lousy,  either, 
unless  hen-hatched  chicks  are  in- 
troduced, without  being  first  ex- 
amined. But  the  pioneer  old 
hen  did  good  v/ork,  and  stiil  does 
as  ever,  only  there  is  not  enough 
of  her  for  a  poultryman  who 
wishes  to  raise  very  many  or 
very  early  chickens.  With  the 
raisers  of  small  flocks  or  gentle 
birds,  she  is  still  a  favorite.  Nor 
can  pedigreed  eggs  easily  be 
traced  in  an  incubator. 

Indeed  there  are  many  resem- 
blances between  biddy  and  m.a- 
chines.  She  better  be  tested 
ahead  on  gourds,  etc.,  till  you 
discover  her  disposition  and  fi- 
delity, and  she  must  regularly  be 
"filled  up"  with  good  fuel.  No 
wonder  a  beginner  who  fed  her 
layers  corn,  and  her  sitters 
wheat,  complained  of  poor  hatch-

es.  Few  brooders  hold  more  than 
half  the  chicks  they  advertise  to 
do.  I  look  for  a  change,  either 
in  promise  or  in  size.  A  space 
2  X  5,  or  10  square  feet,  is  little 
enough  for  50  chicks. 

If  several  hens  are  set  at  one 
time,  the  broods  can  be  doubled 
if  disappointingly  small.  But 
mammoth  families  are  as  uncom- 
mon among  chicks  nov/,  as  else- 
where. Since  chicks  expand, 
while  the  mother  does  not,  a 
very  large  brood  soon  have  noth- 
ing but  heads  hovered,  while  lit- 
tle "bustles,"  feet,  etc.,  are  out 
in  the  cold.  Chilled  chicks  whine, 
pine  and  die.  A  friend  started 
a  clucker  out  with  17  fine  and 
blooded  Lanshan  chicks,  only  to 
mourn  their  rapid  dwindling  and 
early  demise.  Doubling  can  be 
done  in  warm  weather,  but  who 
finds  any  profit  in  late  chicks, 
nowadays  ? 

There  is  no  rush  nowadays  to 
feed  little  chicks.  The  last  por- 
tion of  yelk  is  absorbed  into 
chick's  abdomen  just  before  the 
little  fellow  breaks  his  shell.  He 
needs  no  food  for  36  hours.  He 
will  present  his  board  bill  later. 
If  the  allantois,  or  enveloping 
membrance,  rearer  legs,  and  the 
egg-stalk  above,  have  not 
sloughed  and  healed  well,  such 
chick  is  not  "done. "  Probably 
you  helped  him  out  of  his  shell, 
instead  of  waiting  in  scientific 
patience.  The  chick  has  become 
the  favorite  subject  of  college 
embryology  classes,  and  they 
have  given  us  a  few  practical 
ideas. 

My  broody  hens  are  dusted 
with  insect  powders  from  three 
to  six  times  during  incubation. 
I  fear,  from  experience,  the 
chilling  effect  of  grease  on  young 
chicks,  hence,  by  this  mild,  indi- 
rect means,  prevent  lice  and 
mites  getting  on  them.  Not 
only  do  lice  cause  half  the  dis- 
eases of  chicks,  but  I  have  de- 
cided that  much  of  the  fighting 
I  they  practice,  is  due  to  irritabil- 
!ity  from  lice  bites.      When  I 
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catch  and  examine  fighters,  they 
are  pretty  sure  to  be  lousy.  After 
I  clean  them,  they  reform.  A 
clean  chick  becomes  healthy  and 
plump,  hence  contented  and  good 
natured.  Yet  an  old  gentleman, 
a  neighbor,  told  his 
fowls  had  to  have  some  lice!
